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Abstract 



PURPOSE:!© obtain a sealing case which can facilitate the alteration of pin position by composing 
the case of a case base, a semiconductor substrate securing board provided at the base, a plurality of 
bonding lead terminals surrounding the board and a plurality of repeating conductive regions. 
CONSTITUTION:A semiconductor substrate securing board 3 is secured to the center of a case base 
2 of a semiconductor sealing case provided with a plurality of lead terminals 201-212 at the periphery. 
Then, a semiconductor substrate 1 having bonding pads 101-1 12 at the periphery is similarly mounted 
at the center of the board 3, and bonding repeating conductive regions 41-44 are formed while 
positioning the board 3 at the periphery. Thus, the sealing case is constructed, the pad 101 and the 
lead terminal 201 are, for example, connected via a bonding wire 301, or the pad 104 is temporarily 
connected to the region 42 via the bonding wire 321 , and is connected to the lead terminal 203 by 
employing the bonding wire 322. Thus, the alteration of the pin position can be facilitated. 
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
